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PREFACE 

In the second volume of my ‘ Bach’s Chorals ’ 1 I considered the 
Hymn melodies attributed to Bach. Kejecting summarily eighteen 
tunes ascribed to him by Carl von Winterfeld, Spitta and others, 
I selected forty-two found in collections or circumstances which 
made Baches authorship not improbable. Seven of them are in the 
‘ Notenbiichlein ’ prepared by Bach for his second wife, Anna Mag- 
dalena, in 1725. Twenty-one are in the ‘Musicalisches Gesang-Buch’ 
published at Leipzig in 1736 for Georg Christian Schemelli, of which 
Bach was the musical editor. Three occur in F. W. Birnstiel’s 
edition (Part II, 1769) of Bach’s ‘ Choralgesange \ One is among the 
‘ Choralgesange 9 edited (Part III, 1786) by Bach’s second son, Carl 
Philipp Emmanuel. Two are in C. F. Becker’s edition (1843) of the 
‘ Choralgesange ’. Seven tunes are in the MS. of Johann Ludwig Krebs, 
Bach’s pupil, 1726-35. Finally, there are two Choral Arias in the 
‘ Christmas Oratorio ’ (Nos. 38-40, 42), and one in the Motett ‘ Komm, 
Jesu, komm’. The last three are the only tunes of his own compo- 
sition in his concerted Church music wedded by Bach to the stanzas 
of a congregational Hymn. 

Besides the Oratorio and Motett melodies, I was able to accept 
thirty of the remaining thirty-nine tunes as being either positively 
or with practical certainty Bach’s original compositions. Of the 
selected thirty, six are in the. ‘Notenbiichlein’ of 1725, sixteen in 
Schemelli’s Hymn-book, two in Bimstiel’s ‘Choralgesange’ (1769), 
one in Part III of the * Choralgesange ’ of 1786, one in Becker’s collec- 
tion (1843), four in Krebs’ MS. Twenty-six of these thirty melodies 
are included in the present volume, the excluded four being — one in 
the ‘ Notenbiichlein ’ (‘ Gedenke doch, mein Geist, zurlicke ’), which is 
an Aria with instrumental interludes ; and three in Krebs’ MS. 
(‘ Gott, mein Herz dir Dank zusendet ’ ; ‘ Ich gnlige mich an meinem 
Stande ’ ; ‘ Meine Seele, lass’ es gehen ’), of which no bass survives. 

1 1 Bach's Chorals: The Hymns and Hymn Melodies of the Cantatas and 
Motetfcs* (Cambridge University Press, 1917). , 
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Schweitzer has insisted 1 that Bach’s Hymn-tunes are sacred 
Arias rather than Chorals, their peculiar loveliness arising from the 
fact that they are the work of a composer steeped in the traditions 
and idiom of the German Choral, but writing under the influence of 
Italian melodic form. They are practically unknown, though one 
or two of them have found their way into modern hymn-books, 
and some of them have been adapted by Dr. W. G. Whittaker 2 to 
the purpose for which, wrongly, I hold, Schweitzer thought them 
alone appropriate, namely, as Arias for treble voices. 

The chief, I would even say the only, impediment against their 
English use in the conditions for which Bach designed them is their 
lack of suitable words. The German originals are in every case of 
Bach’s own period, whose hymnody has characteristics not entirely 
agreeable to English taste. Moreover, there are practical reasons 
why new melodies should be wedded to words in common English 
use. But the German metres are frequently so irregular that the 
range of appropriate English hymns is considerably restricted, and 
in four cases (Nos. 6, 17, 19, 21) I have been obliged to fall back 
upon a translation of the German original. I desire to express my 
thanks to Mr. Athelstan Riley for his kindness in permitting me to 
use the words of No. 3, and to the Very Rev. P. L. Carew, Fr. 
Superior of Mount Saint Bernard’s Abbey, for No. 23. 

It is interesting to discover the sources whence Bach took the 
hymns enriched by his melodies. The only hymn-book in his 
possession at the time of his death was Paul Wagner’s ‘ Andfich tiger 
Seelen geistliches Brand- und Gantz-Opfer’ (8 vols., Leipzig, 1697), 
in use at Leipzig throughout the eighteenth century ; it contained 
more than five thousand hymns, but no melodies. Among them are 
Nos. 5, 9, 11, 12, 16, 18, 20, 25 infra . 

It is exceedingly improbable that Bach was responsible for the 
selection of the hymns included by Georg Christian Schemelli, 
Schloss-Cantor at Zeitz,in his ‘Musicalisches Gesang-Buch’, published 
by Bernhard Christoph Breitkopf at Leipzig in 1736. The book 
contains 954 hymns, free from sectarian colouring, an anthology of

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tho treasures of German hymnody, on the model of Johann Ana- 
stasius Freylinghausen’s popular hymn-book (1704). That the literary 
editor of such a book, published at Leipzig by a firm with which 
Bach must have been very familiar, should have sought the famous 
Cantor’s assistance hardly needs further explanation. Spitta, 1 how- 
ever, supposes that Bach was recommended to Schemelli by the 
latter’s son, Christian Friedrich, who in the spring of 1735 matriculated 
at Leipzig University and eventually succeeded to his father’s office 
at Zeitz. Schemelli’s Preface states that the sixty-nine melodies 
printed in the volume had been either composed by Bach or improved 
by his addition of a figured bass. Forty-seven of the sixty-nine 
melodies Bach took from other hymn-books ; one (No. 23 infra) is 
marked by his name as its composer ; the remaining twenty-one 
melodies appeared in print for the first time, and sixteen of them 
(Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 19, 21 infra) 
undoubtedly were composed by Bach himself. 2 

Five of the selected melodies are found in the 1 Notenbtichlein ’ 
(Nos. 4, G, 22, 24, 26 infra). Not one of the hymns to which they 
are set appears in Wagner’s volumes. Nos. 4, 6, and 26, however, 
were in general vogue. No. 22 appeared in a hymn-book published 
at Dresden in 1725, and therefore within Bach’s range of observation. 
No. 24, not improbably, is by Bach himself. 

The Preface to Schemelli’s Hymn-book announced that two hundred 
more melodies were ready for a second edition. Among them are 
four of Bach’s tunes preserved among his detached 1 Choralgesfinge ’ 
(Nos. 9, 18, 20, 25 infra). The hymns to which he set them he found 
in every case in Paul Wagner’s volumes. Among the additional 
melodies referred to by Schemelli presumably was that of No. 8 infra. 
The hymn is tuneless in the * Musicalisches Gesang-Buch ’, but 
a melody which bears its name survives in the MS. of Krebs, 
who was Bach’s pupil in 1735, when Schemelli’s book was being 
prepared.

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I add the following notes on the twenty-six hymns : 

1. Ach, dass niclit die letzte Stundc (Erdmann Neumeister, 1671- 

1766). First published, in 6 stanzas, in the 1717 edition 
of the author’s 1 Der Zugang zum Gnaden-Stuhl Jesu 
Christi It had no distinctive melody until Bach supplied 
one (Schemelli). Two years later (1738), Johann Balthasar 
Ktinig (1691-1768) gave it another which had considerable 
vogue in later hymn-books. 

2. Beschr&rikt, thr Weisen dieser Welt (Christoph Wegleiter, 1669- 

1706). First published, in 12 stanzas, in the Ntimberg 

* Glauben-schallende und Himmel-steigende Herzens-Music ’ 
(1703). Cornelius Heinrich Dretzel (1698-1776), five years 
before Schemelli printed it with Bach’s melody, had included 
it, with four tunes probably by himself, in the Ntimberg 

* Des Evangelischen Zions Musicalische Harmonie ’ (1731). 

3. Dich bet ich an, mein bochster Gott (Johann Gottfried Olearius, 

1636-1711). First published, in 7 stanzas, in the author’s 

* T&gliches Bet-Lied ’ (Halle : 1686). Bach’s (Schemelli) 
was its first distinctive melody. 

4. Dir , dir , Jehovah , will ich singen (Bartholomtius Crasselius, 

1667-1724). First published, in 8 stanzas, in the Halle 

* Geistreiclies Gesangbuch ’ (1697), and, to an anonymous 
melody, in the Darmstadt t Geistreiclies Gesang-Buch ’ of 
1698. The hymn is widely known and has received several 
melodies besides Bach’s (Schemelli). Translations are noted 
in the 1 Dictionary of Hymnology ’, p. 268. 

6. Eins ist noth , ach Herr , dies eine (Johann Heinrich Schrtider, 
1667-99). First published, in 10 stanzas, in the Halle 
‘ Geistreiches Gesangbuch’ (1697). The hymn has received 
several melodies besides Bach’s (Schemelli). Translations 
are noted in the ‘ Dictionary of Hymnology p. 1016. 

6. Gicb dich zufrieden und sci stille (Paul Gerhardt, 1607-76). 
First published, in 16 stanzas, in its author’s * Geistliche 
Andachten ’ (Berlin : 1666) to a melody (engraved in 
Winterfeld’s ‘ Der Evangelische Kirchengesang ’, ii. No. 97) 
by Johann Georg Ebeling (1637-76). Two other melodies

to which it was sung are found, one of them his own, in 
Bach’s * Notenbticlilein ’ (1725). The other is not known in 
print earlier than Kttnig’s compilation (1788) (see No. 1 
supra). Zahn, ‘Die Melodien der deutschen evangelischen 
Kirehenlieder 9 (No. 7419), is disposed to attribute it to 
K&nig himself. Its earlier existence in Bach's MS. forbids 
that conclusion ; but the tune is certainly not by Bach. 

7. Gott, wie gross ist dcine Giite (Georg Christian Schemelli, 

b. 1676). First printed, in 4 stanzas with Bach’s melody, 
in the 4 Musicalisches Gesang-Buch ’ (Leipzig: 1736). 

8. Hier lieg ich nun , 0 Vater alter Gnaden (Johann Arndt, 

1555-1621). Printed, in 6 stanzas without a melody, 
in Schemelli, who quotes it from the author’s ‘Paradiss- 
Gfirtlein’ (1612). 

9. Ich bin ja , Herr , in deiner Macht (Simon Dach, 1605-59). 

First printed, in 8 stanzas, in its author’s 4 Christliche Todes- 
Errinnerung , (KOnigsberg: 1648) to a melody by Heinrich 
Albert (1604-51) (in Wipterfeld, ii. No. 68). Zahn (Nos. 
5869a-5878b) prints ten melodies to which the popular 
hymn has been sung. 

10. Ich Jialte treulich still. First printed, in 12 stanzas, in 

Schemelli (1736), with Bach’s melody. Schemelli attributes 
it to 4 J. H. Till of whom nothing is known, unless he is 
identified with Jakob T. Till (1713-83). 

11. Ich steh an deiner Krippen hier (Paul Gerhardt, 1607-76). First 

printed, in 15 stanzas, in Johann Crtiger’s 4 Praxis Pietatis 
Melica ’ (Berlin : 1658). It already possessed four melodies 
before Bach (Schemelli) added another. 

12. Jesuy Jesu 9 du hist mein. First printed, in 8 stanzas, in the 

Darmstadt 4 Cantional ’ (1687). Bach’s melody (Schemelli) 
is one of several associated with the hymn. Harden berg’s 
MS. Liederlexikon at Wernigerode names Caspar Zollikofer 
(1707-79) as the author. 

13. Komm , siisser Tod. First printed, in 10 stanzas, in the Dresden 

4 Gesangbuch ’ (1725). Bach’s (Schemelli) melody is one of 
several associated with it. Hardenberg’s MS. (see No. 12 
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supra) names Johann Christian Dieterich (1712-1800) as the 
author. 

14. Kommtj Seelen , dieser Tag (Valentin Ernst Loscher, 1678-1749). 

First printed, in 7 stanzas, in the author’s ‘Dreifache 
Andachtstibung’ (Dresden: 1713). Schemelli directs it to 
be sung, in alternate stanzas, with another Whitsuntide 
hymn, *Komm, Gott Schopfer, heiliger Geist\ 

15. Kommt wieder aus der finstern Gruft (Valentin Ernst Loscher, 

1673-1749). First printed, in 7 stanzas, in the author’s 
‘Dreifache And achtstibung’ (Dresden: 1713). In Schemelli 
it is directed to be sung, in alternate stanzas, with the 
Easter 1 Heut triumphiret Gottes Sohn ’. See No. 14 supra. 

16. Liebster ■ Herr Jesu , wo bleibst du so lange £ The hymn is 

attributed both to Christoph Werner (fl. 1655) and Christoph 
\ Weselovius. Of the latter nothing is known. He may 
perhaps be identified with the Christoph Weselohe, or 
Weseloph, who represented Osnabrtick at the Regensburg 
Diet in 1684 (J. H. Zedler’s 1 Grosses Universal-Lexikon ’ 
(Leipzig and Halle, 1748, vol. lv, col. 739). Set to a melody 
by Heinrich Schwemmer (1621-96), it is found, in 7 stanzas, 
in the Niirnberg 1 Gesang-Buch ’ (1676). 

17. Mein Jesu , was vor Seelentveh (Georg Christian Schemelli, 

b. 1676). First printed, in 6 stanzas, in the author’s 
1 Musicalisches Gesang-Buch’ (1736) with Bach’s melody. 
The metre is that of the familiar 1 Wie schftn leuchtet der 
Morgenstem ’. See Nos. 14 and 15 supra. 

18. Niclit so traurig , nicht so sehr (Paul Gerhardt, 1607-76). First 

printed, in 15 stanzas, in Johann CrUger’s i Praxis Pietatis 
Melica’ (Berlin : 1647). Crtiger (1598-1662) gave it a melody 
(Winterfeld, ii. No. 80) which is still in common use. Bach’s 
(‘ Choralges&nge,’ 1769) is one of twenty-five settings of the 
popular hymn printed by Zahn (Nos. 3336-3363). 

19. 0 finstre Nacht , wann wirst du dock vergehen f (Georg Friedrich 

Breithaupt, fl. 1700). First printed, in 10 stanzas, in Johann 
Anastasius Freylinghausen’s 1 Geistreiches Gesang-Buch ’ 
(Halle: 1704). Ludwig Steiner (1688-1761) had already

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provided it with a melody in his ‘Neues Gesang-Buch’ 
(Zurich : 1723) before Bach gave it another (Schemelli). 
The author was Secretarius at Laubach. 

20. 0 Herzensangst , 0 Bangigkeit und Zagen (Fr. D. Gerh. Mtiller). 

The hymn, in 9 stanzas, is in the ninth edition of the Breslau 
* Vollst&ndige Kirchen- und Haus-Music ’ (1700), and prob- 
ably is of earlier date. The author, or authoress, is described 
by Zahn (No. 1003) as * von Konigsberg ’, where, however, his 
or her memory has not survived. Bach’s melody (‘ Choral- 
gesange,’ 1769) is found in a few nineteenth-century hymn- 
books. 

21. 0 Hebe Seele, zieh die Sinnen (Anon.). First printed, in 12 

stanzas, and with Bach’s melody, in Schemelli (1736). Not 
improbably it is by Schemelli himself. 

22. Schaffs mit mir , Gott, nach deinem WiUen (Benjamin Schmolck, 

1672-1737). First printed, in 11 stanzas, in the Dresden 
1 Gesangbuch’ (1725) (see No. 13 supra). The initial letters 
of its stanzas give the acrostic ‘ S. R. Zieroldin ’, in memory of 
whom presumably it was written. 1 Bach’s (its only) melody 
(‘ NotenbUchlein,’ 1725) passed into the hymn-books (Zahn, 
No. 2883). 

23. Vergiss mein nicht , mein allerliebster Gott (Anon.). First printed, 

in 5 stanzas, with Bach’s melody, in Schemelli (1736). Not 
improbably it is by Schemelli himself. 

24. Warum betrUbst du dich , Und bengest ? (Anon.). A single 

stanza, with the melody, is in the ‘NotenbUchlein’ (1725). 
The stanza is not found before 1725, and probably Bach 
wrote it. 

25. Was betrubst du dich , mein Herze ? (Zacharias Hermann, 1643- 

1716). Is included, in 12 stanzas, and without a melody, in 
the author’s ‘ Frommer Christen Seuffzende Seele und Sin- 
gender Mund ’ (Breslau and Leipzig : 1722). In Paul 
Wagner’s Leipzig Hymn-book (vol. vi, 152) it is directed to 
be sung to Johann Schop’s (d. c. 1665) melody ‘ Werde

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munter, mein Gemtithe \ Bach’s (‘ Choralgesange,’ 1843) 
did not find its way into the hymn-books. 

26. Wie wohl ist mir, 0 Freund der Seelen (Wolfgang Christoph 
Dossier, 1660-1722). First printed, in 6 stanzas, and with 
a melody by Benedikt Schultheiss (d. 1693), in the author’s 
‘ Gott-geheiligter Christen niitzlich-ergetzende Seelen-Lust’ 
(NUmberg: 1692). Zahn (Nos. 7791-7800) prints nine 
others besides Bach’s (‘ Notenbiichlein,’ 1725).
